Compa eros y compa eras 
Or is it the other way around? 


Anyway, I have just returned from a great expedition across miles and 
miles of blinding circuit board material, thousands of feet of enameled 
wire, whole mountains of data & very tiny little pieces of stuff that I 
must have dropped half a dozen times before I finally came upon the goal! 
And then it had to slap me around a little bit to realize that it'd been 
done already once before even. 


I built another antenna tuner. 


Remember how I was thinking of taking the miniature version of the 
"Ultimate Transmatch" modified T-type tuner apart and rebuilding it as 
another Z-match? Well, part of the problem was simply that I. . . hold 
on a minute . . . I think a bat just took off from under my roof eve . 

. ok, well anyway, within this "ultimo" thingie I had put a five-position 
swtich that let me choose two "thru" routes for "tuned" antennas without 
using the tuner, another position for running the tuner into a coax feed 
line, another position for a long wire & another with a 4:1 balun for 
balanced line. 


If I wanted to rebuild the box as a Z-match, that switching arrangement 
would have necessitated me gutting that part of the deal & then 
rebuilding it using a two-wafer switch so I could have the original set 
up. Like the long wire & coax lines would have to ground one side of the 
Z-match output and the other would have been standard parallel line feed. 
Yeah, right. Like where am I gonna (a) find the switch needed without 
going broke and (b) find the patience to do the rebuild without going 
nutzo. 


But then I thought: "Hey, I could get rid of the tapped coil & have at 
least every other inductor switch position go to a different toroid." 
Which is like communism: it works great on paper. But I did have a bunch 
of cores left over from other stupid cat tricks that I'd done, and just 
the right kinds too. 


I used two Type 6 material cores for three positions on one core & two 
positions on the other to cover 10m through 30m. Another two Type 2 
material cores in four positions covered 30/40m through 80m (75 & 80 on 
one form; 30/40 on the other). Then one Type 3 material covered 160m from 
top to bottom with room on either side in two positions. 


Now you have to understand that I did this first the hard way: two cores 
(one Type 6 and one Type 2), one of which was 2 inches in diameter and 
covered 30m thorugh 160 only marginally. When I replaced the T-200-2 with 
all the other stuff for 30m through 160m, life was easier. 


So there I was, congratulating myself on (a) having gotten the SG-2020 in 
the house without Cindy noticing, (b) having built the ATU without too 
much cussin' and finger burning and (c) being so cool when I suddenly 
remembered an issue of SPRAT that had an antenna tuner of basically the 
same form. I know I saw it, ‘cause it's a long term memory thing & so far 
those are the ones that I don't have much trouble with. 


Only thing is: I don't know how I got by without doing this before. It 
freed up so much real estate inside the box (even with replacing the 
split stator with a rather large one I bought off Dan's SP&K some time 
ago) and it tunes so sweet now. Why, I can almost hear things again. 


No, not the voices. I don't hear the voices any more. If I do I'll get 
another shocky and I don't want another shocky, ok? Ok? Please? Ok? Not 
another shocky, ok? 


At which point I must ask: Where are all the people on 10m? I mean it's 
heavy traffic up there sometimes, but I never hear anyone on the 
"standard" QRP frequencies, even modified from the formal Elecraft k2 
(28.715 MHz) frequency. The other night I had a Q with a guy driving a 
semi load of GM parts in Texas. Yeah, like them other guys on 7.248. But 
on 28.715 sometimes I hear a voice. No, not those voices. Radio voices, 
ok?

The apex is at 70' with each 
side sloping down, at about a 45 +/- degree angle, and tied off to trees 
putting the ends of each side somewhere around 35-40' above the ground. 


Would I see an improvement in stateside qso performance (gotta stay one 
step ahead of those bushy tailed foxii) if I lower the center of the 
antenna down to the 35-40' level and have it closer to a true 
dipole/flat top?

Sounds like you have one of the finest solders made in the world. I started 
using Multicore solder when it was Ersin Multicore from England imported 
into Texas in 1960. It must have done well here, as it is now made in the 
Dallas Ft. Worth metroplex. Look on the web for <multicoresolder> 


The core is five holes with flux in them! That gives excellent wetting with 
low residue as they do not need as much volume of flux. They make a solder 
that is enhanced to not corrode copper tips. They make a version with 
silver content for even brighter joints. Think I have about 10 years on my 
last tip. I have to change them not from wear, but because the components 
get smaller every 3 years. 


It is not a Radio Shack product, but maybe Radio Shack is buying some from 
them? (Their former solder was not up to Multicore quality.) 


I think if you have 40 years with no problems with a solder in commercial 
research lab use, on prototypes and on ham gear, and repairs to equipment, 
then it must be a good product. It has always outperformed Kester solders I 
have tried from time to time. I built all my Ten Tec and SWL and K2 kits 
with Multicore solder and not one cold joint yet. 


If it is small enough gauge you should have good results with it. I find 
folks have problems with solder if they use too big a gauge or too small a 
gauge for the junction they are soldering. Match the solder to a suitable 
wattage iron and clean the tip on a wet sponge and you will get good solder 
joints. If you do not use too much solder, you should not have excess flux 
residue.

For many years, I couldn't seem to make it work in xtal xmit. 
Then, one day, I decided to use my HD-1410 keyer with the HW-7. 
Quoting now from page 54 of the HD-1410 manual: 
"NOTE: If you plan to use this keyer with an HW-7 Transceiver, make the 
following modifications to the TRANSCEIVER: 
1. Interchange the two wires that are connected to the key jack. 
2. Change resistor R39 from 470 ohms to 4700 ohms. 
3. Change resistor R14 from 47 K ohms to 10 K ohms." 


Well, folks, sometime after I made the above mods to the HW-7 ( may have 
been years later ), I discovered that the xtal xmit function works just 
fine...hmmm... 

As a sideline, I have only attempted xtal xmit on 40 meters with 
fundamental rocks of the FT-243 variety. 

Anyway, I'm sure that I must have tried xtal xmit while using a straight 
key, at some point so I don't think that mod 1, above, had anything to do 


with xtal xmit success. That leaves me suspecting that mod 2 and/or mod 
3, above, also enabled the xtal xmit function. 

And, of course, all three mods are necessary to allow an HD-1410 or other 
"modern" keyer to properly key the HW-7. 

Well, that's my story and I'm stickin' to it. 

Any other observations/ experiences along these lines?

Okay, I need to throw my 2 cents in. I was i college and still living at 
home, summer of 1981. I had a plethora of dipoles strung, one of which 
was 

also a 80 meter 1/2 wave dipole in the 20-30 foot up range. All the ant 
came into a 5 position antenna switch. I also had a 100 watt 
incandescent 

light bulb soldered to a short piece of coax, but no grounds. I always 
put 

the switch on the bulb whenever I was not using it and disconnected 

the cable to the radio. 


It was just after dark and had a severe storm move in, lightning hits 
all 

over the place I was sitting at my desk in my bedroom. My youngest 
sister 

who was 11 at the time came in to be protected by big brother. About the

she sat down on the bed. There was one of the flash and booms that had 
very 

little discernible delay between them. The 100 watt light bulb lit to 
full brillance and we both dove out the door. Never did figure out 
where that 

current found ground at, but the next day after I got off the midnght to 
8 shift at my summer job at an aluminum plant, I went and got the 
material to 

at least improve the nonexistant ground immensely. 


There were 2 things that made that night memorable, the light bulb 
getting lit 

and during that same storm the plant had one of their big annealing 
furnace 

blow up. One of the heat tubes had a split in it, flame went out in that 
tube. 

Natural gas pumped into the oven and backed up into the exhaust into one 
of 

the tubes that was still lit. The furnace operator was killed when the

When you get a direct hit with lightning, you will have more to worry about 
than a zapped rig. :) Disconnecting rigs and grounding should be standard 
practices regardless as Stuart pointed out. I have heard of horror stories 
of "Disconnected" rigs, computers, etc being zapped by nearby hits. One 


type of electric damage that you do avoid is the static buildup due to wind 
blowing over the wire. This is really noticable during dry winters. That 
is why you should ground the antenna when not in use. 


The other hazard is the RF you subject the inhabitants with. 
With QRP levels, you should be good to go. 


Don't forget the power mains too. 
We could discuss the benefits of using battery power.

Very good point, but I would suspect that the induced voltage is going 
to 

be from a 'wave front' against the entire vehicle, not an antenna 
referenced 

to ground. While you probably do see some high voltage spikes, it 
probably 

wouldn't be near what you'd see on a ‘base’ setup. And remember, a 
mobile 

rig has to handle the 'normal' voltages built up by static from driving 
at up to 

100mph in dry air conditions, with a large margin to spare just in the 
normal 

course of things. 


And all this makes one more case FOR battery power. A rig on battery, 
with 

a dipole, and NO earth ground is probably much more 'safe' than a rig 
with 

a ground system... I'm not saying no ground, but if you ground at your 
antenna 

feed to say an external tuner, and you treat your radio as an 
‘extension’ that's 

an ‘isolated node', it probably would be much better off than if it were 
‘in series' 

so to speak with a strike. And that is something that's not practical

Folks: 
Here are 3 suggestions that Fox's may want to consider when operating: 


1.) Foxes: PLEASE use the RIT and work stations off of your frequency. 
Maybe post a line or 2 in their pre Fox posts explaining that stations 
off frequency (above OR below) will be answered first, if/when things 
get slow, stations on frequency will be worked. There are VERY few rigs 
out there without some form of RIT, 


2.) As other have mentioned, please send the other stations call sign 
sign at the end. This makes a big difference in the order of things. 


3.) Hunters should check their TX offsets. I notice in all QRP contests 
that some people come back to a CQ way off frequency, sometimes as much 
as over 1 Khz. If the station calling CQ has any sort of tight 
filtering, and most do, you will never be heard, no matter how big a 
signal you may have worked hard to produce. I would suspect that the 
single band rigs might be more prone to this than commercial ones. 

Also, in the vein, please make sure that your RIT is set up properly, 
and is really off when you think it is. That is, if it has a center off 
detent, make sure that it is REALLY off. 


If folks would adhere to these points, IF they apply, IMHO everyone will 
be able to get along much more efficiently, Foxes AND Hunters. 


Lastly, may I suggest that we all try to realize just how tough it is in 
Fox "hot seat". The Foxes are probably learning how to work in pileups 
just as the Hunters are. It's a lot tougher than it looks ;) 


Just a few points for all to ponder...

Both Wal Mart and Sears have sold for some years, an almost hexagon shaped 
brick charger for lead acid or gel cell batteries. It is the type to mount 
on the car firewall, and has a short AC cord you plug into an extension cord 
to keep a car battery topped off in winter, etc. 


These are totally automatic with a tapered charge, and Electrosource Battery 
Co. of San Marcos, TX has found them superior for keeping up their electric 
car recombinant cell technology sealed batteries. 


The Austin Area hams got some overstock of these electric car batteries and 
use them for complete station emergency power. 


The $25 charger was all you needed to bring these batteries to full charge, 
and keep them. There was a pilot light for "ON" and in later models the 
light changed from red to green to show charging complete. 


Now, my question is, has anyone had one of these that has failed, and shows 
no output on the red black charging leads? Nothing let the smoke out, from 
my inspection of the board. I think the high temperature at my outdoor 
battery charging location on the patio got to the circuit last summer. It 
is a fairly sophisticated circuit, and I have not been able to find the 
failed component yet. I "think" the transformer is OK, but there appears to 
be a feedback type of circuit to maybe shut this off if something fails 
downstream. If anyone has experience with similar battery chargers that 
shut off automatically, I would be grateful for any hints on how to half 
split the troubleshooting to speed repair.

Guys, I have an appeal to you. There are two points that I want to cover. 
The first is language. Last weekend at Pacificon, I had the pleasure of 
congratulating Amanda Parker on passing her General test. She likes qrp, 
and I encouraged her to read qrp-l for all of the latest information. But 
the past couple of days have made me question my decision. Guys, there is a 
no profanity rule on this reflector. Lately I have noticed more and more 
daXX and hexXX being used in posts. Now I see bitXX being used. I had the 
same problem on my basketball team with my players. It started with dxxx 
and hxxx and then it got worse. The only way that I was able to stop it 
was by banning ALL swear words. If you swear in my practice, the first time 
you run, the second you leave. It stopped. May I please ask that all 
posters stop using ALL profanity on this list. We have young people reading 
it, and it is not necessary. There are many, many other adjectives that can 
be used. Please cooperate with this. I have seen a trend start to develop 
and we need to get control of it before it gets out of hand. Thank you. 


The second point has to do with the title of this message. I see QRP-L as 
an electronic journal that comes out daily. It has feature stories, 
headlines, latebreaking news, weather reports, solar activity reports, new 
product information, advertisements, want ads, sports reports (contesting, 
grin), etc. I buy a news paper every day. I don't read every page, nor do 
I tell the publisher to print only what I want to read. That is impossible, 
and so is expecting that everything on qrp-l is going to be what you are 
interested in. There are over 3000 members of this reflector, and everyone 
has a different opinion of what is interesting. But the unique thing about 
this reflector is that it is the place to go for all of the uptodate news in 
QRP. There is no other source of better qrp information than this list. 
Period. Several have called for breaking off the fox reports, the 
contests, etc. into separate lists. I don't want that to happen, because 
then qrp-l is diluted, and it is not the place to go for ALL of the qrp 
info. When this list was started there were several attempts to break off 
subjects into separate lists. They were resisted for a long time. But in 
the past year or so, we have seen an Elecraft list, a QRP-F list, and a Cub 
list. They have seriously diluted the content of this list. I don't see 
the need for separate lists, and wonder why they were formed other than to 
give the moderators control of the subject. What is wrong with posting it 
to qrp-l where it is open and free for discussion? In my opinion, qrp 
would be very much improved if there were no separate lists for Elecraft, 
QRP-F, or Cub. Why? Because we would all have the opportunity to choose 
whether or not to read and share all qrp information right here, like it 
used to be. Think about it, if those lists were shut down, all of the info 
would come here. 


There will be those who will say that they have the right to have a list, 
etc. I agree. But I would love to see the list return to the way it was in 
the beginning. Everything on one list, clearly subject lines, and everyone 
have the opportunity to share. My favorite thing about qrp-1l is that no 
club or group is in charge. NorCal does not run this list, NJQRP does not 
run this list, the Fox hunters don't run this list, nor does any other 
group. This list is dynamic, it is like an organism, constantly changing 
and evolving. It is its own entity, as it should be. That is the appeal. 


Learn to use the delete key, read and contribute, and have fun with your 
hobby. I try to follow 3 simple rules when I post to qrp-l. No Profanity, 
No Vicious attacks on other qrpers or groups, and the post must be related 
to qrp.

If you can answer YES to all of these check questions, you've got a good 
message to post to QRP-L. If not is needs more work. 


TIS THE SEASON 


Every year about this time QRP-L goes a little contest nuts. Nothing new 
here, always been that way. The Fox Hunt starts and people think of changes 
they'd like to see. SS comes around and logging program questions abound. 
The Zombie's walk and so it goes. The point is well taken that contesting is 
only a part of QRP and this list, but it tis' the season. 


Shortly after the Holidays the list will be filled with posts about building 
rigs and the problems with them. Come late January it's FYBO to the 
forefront. Anywhere along the line will be a bunch of posts about the latest 
kit out. Very soon will be "Warbler Week". 


Once or twice a year are calls to fully moderate the list and or break it up. 
Every so often someone gets disgusted with the list or some thread and writes 
about leaving. Why I don't know. If you don't like it leave. If you have a 
suggestion let me know, but don't start a thread about it, that just adds 
noise to the ratio. 


So what to do? Well for one thing, we're not splitting the list up. The 
problem with splitting the list is the inevitable cross posting to the 
different sublists resulting in multiple messages. The best solution is to 
use the subject prefixes and learn to use your filters in your email program 
and tailor the list to your needs. 


I think it's time we added "Contest-" to the required list of prefixes 
reprinted below. This will give those that are not contesters an easy way to 
avoid these messages. Here's the list of prefixes. 


FOX- Any post about Fox hunting 

OT- Posts that ask for assistance in non radio related subjects (always ask 
for private replies) 

FS- For Sale, trade, etc. This is a big help to your effort to sale 
something as many filter to look for these. 

CONTEST- All contest related post other than FOX-. 


Other prefixes such as ANT- HB- PROP- etc. are very helpful to the list but 
are optional. If you are starting a new "project" or "class" on QRP-L please 
pick a subject line prefix and announce it and it's use in the first post if 
possible. This has worked great in the past for the Elmer series and 2n2222 
subjects. Please note to use a hyphen(-) instead of the colon (:). 


HELP NEEDED 


Email Filters. I use them extensively. I filter QRP-L into about a half 
dozen folders. This was especially helpful to gather posts I was interested in 
like Elmer 101, 11-2-10, 1V etc. It's come to my attention that most on this 
list really don't know how to use the filters in there email program. 


Lately it seems there's been a lot of energy available to complain. I wonder 
if some of that energy could be used to help out and give a little back to 
QRP-L and make it better instead? We need to put up on the web page an 
article about using filters and folders in the more common email programs. We 
need some volunteers to take on this task. Please email me if you con help 
and what email program you can write filter instructions for. 


Thanks for reading this and as always if you have comments or suggestions send 
then to me in private replies. Please don't add to the list.

Your TS-520 has a hollow-state driver and final power amplifiers. It's 
kind of a "power-hog" for QRP operation,but if you insist on using it, 

you could couple the r.£. from the driver tube, via a capacitor, to the 
Power Amp output pi-network connection (formerly the plate caps 

on the PA) and use it that way. It'll be ‘way under 5 watts input (or 

output), but it will be QRP. 


A better way to do this is to use the receiver only in conjunction with 
an SMK-1 or a Tuna Tin II or similar QRP transmitter.

The circuit has variable phase shift, amplitude and low pass 
filter cut off frequency. I wanted to control these parameters and 
experience what varying each actually sounds like.

Since I don't recall seeing this posted to this list 
I would like to make a suggestion that may be of interest to 
some or many on the list. 


Since I became a ham in 1957 all I have ever used at 

the home QTHs has been wire antennas. Now that I have 

4+ acres to play around on I am in the process of experimenting 
with some fairly large wire antennas. I now have up a 

40 meter vee-beam and I just rotated it toward the east 

in the last hour for tonights fox hunt. :-) Tim doesn't 

have a chance tonight. 


I do use large aluminum arrays at other QTHs during SS, so 
I do love those systems and use them. I just haven't gotten 
to put one up yet, but that will soon follow at this QTH. 


I have for years used NEC-2 to model wire antennas. I converted 
the single precision version to double precision and run it 


on LINUX SuSE 6.4. I also use the new version of EZNEC 3.0 ($99) 
from W7EL, Roy Lewallen. I'll give references at the end. 


L.B. Cebik, W4RNL, has started in the November 2000 issue of QST 
a four part series on antenna modeling using NEC (Numerical 
Electromagnetics Code). Just about everyone on this group should 
know who L.B. is (maybe not know what the initials mean :-). He 
has given talks at Dayton and Atlanticon on antennas and just 
recently retired from teaching at a university, so he is an 
expert on antennas, etc. He is a consultant to a famous 
manufacturer of yagi's. This I got when the Pres. and owner of 
same said this at a Ft. Tuthill presentation, so it is not secret 
information. At least that is not what was indicated. 


So, if you don't get QST regularly, then you might consider getting 
the current issue and the next three. This series looks to be a 

‘not to miss' series. If you have not looked at the details of your 
antennas system (you do get on the air don't you?) and what it 

does and can do, then now is your opportunity to sit down a few hours 
a week for the next few months and learn a great deal about what is 
the most important part of a radio station (commercial or amateur). 
It doesn't take a rocket scientist to do this. Just an investment 

of your time and money to do a great job of working on your antenna 
system. And if you can't or won't invest some money in software, 
then there are some free versions of the software around, but probably 
not with all the high end graphics displays like EZNEC 3.0. Get the 
issue of QST to get those references. 


And I personally recommend that you do not collect all four series 
and then start on the software. Start at the very beginning and keep 
a notebook and record everything that you do and read everything you 
can get you hands on. L.B.'s first article has a number of excellent 
URLs and references to get you started on the right foot. 


Since the weather is getting colder and you'll be spending more time 
indoors, this will give you something to do if you are not on the air.

2 top winding to Q5 

4 bottom winding to Q6

You may notice that Vsw comes into the center tap on the board. Schematic 
differs. 
Dave Benson says the board is fine. 


Twist tightly , tin lightly and cut the ends of the stranded wire to a 
point to help get through the 

holes. 

Not having a lot of patience and wanting to try the warbler out before 
the replacement heatsinks arrive I modified the heatsinks in the kit. 

I cutoff the bottom fin on the inside and cut a "V" to clear C107. On Q5 
I cut a small slot 

and bent the bottom 2 outside fins to the rear to clear L2. I will keep 
the power down until the proper heatsinks arrive.
